Implementation of American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 Section 9817: Additional Support for Medicaid
Home and Community-Based Services during the COVID-19 Emergency

On March 11, 2021, President Biden signed the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 (ARP). Section 9817 of the
ARP provides a temporary 10 percentage point increase to the federal medical assistance percentage (FMAP) for
certain Medicaid expenditures for home and community-based services (HCBS). These funds must be used to
enhance, expand, or strengthen HCBS beyond what is available under the Medicaid program as of April 1, 2021.
These funds will allow implementation of short-term activities to strengthen the HCBS system in response to the
COVID-19 Public Health Emergency, as well as longer term strategies to enhance and expand the HCBS system
and to sustain promising and effective programs and services.

Examples of ARP activities to enhance, expand, or strengthen Medicaid HCBS are detailed in the Public Notice.
Keeping in mind that funds shall be used to ‘implement, or supplement the implementation of, one or more
activities to enhance, expand or strengthen’ HCBS services, how do you recommend that the State spend the
10% increase?
